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The great monastery of Sewa Changchub Ling 
{Tib. gnam 'brug se ba byang chub gling) is one of 
the Drugpa Kagyu monasteries. It was founded by 
the Choje Tsangfja Gyaray (Tib. chos rje gtsangpa 
rgya ras) who respected as a lord of the beings of 
the three lands (Tib. khams sum 'gro ba'i mgonpo), 
in 1205. It was the holy place where the title of the 
Drugpa (Lit. dragon) came from. During the ancient 
time, there were almost 100,000 monks. That is the 
reason why people say: “he half population of the 
world takes by the Drugpa followers (Lit. Dragoners), 
the half the Drugpa followers are the baggers and 
the half of the baggers are the Yogins (the practitioner 
of Vajravana)” .

Since 1985, the monastery has been rebuilding 
under the direction of the honorable person 
Changchub. The total area of the monastery is 
more than 13000 square meters. The rebuilding 
project including, such as assembly hall, numbers 
of chapel's, monastic houses, and meditative 
rooms and so forth. These chapels have saved 
numbers of holy statues and scriptures. Currently, 
the population of the monastery is more than 20.
